76-mile Novice 


Del Monico wins in 
duel to wire

Benny Del Monico, in a race that went right to 
the checkered flag, won the 76-mile Novice 
event by a scant two bikelengths over Richard 
Arnaiz. Alan Collins rounded out the three 


way party in victory lane where 
Texan Del Monico was sand- 
wiched by the California pair. 

"I knew I had the power to 
win after dicing with Arnaiz in the 
closing laps. I think he might have 
known too," said Del Monico. 

If Arnaiz did know, he didn't let it 
show. The pair spent the better part of 
the final 11 laps of the 20 lap event 
fencing with each other. Arnaiz, 
board his Arnaiz Construction- 
sponsored Yamaha, mastered the 
infield until the pair began running in 
heavy traffic and then his two Pro 
races compared to Del Monico's six 
years of experience began to show a 
little. 

However, on the final lap Arnaiz 
was still on Del Monico's tail. The pair 
mixed it up side by side through the 
chicane with Del Monico pulling out 
just enough in the race to the flag to 
hold Arnaiz at bay. 


Third place finisher Alan Collins 
had his seat pad come loose early in 
the race and slowed to discard it, 
hoping the problem was solved. 
Unfortunately, he lost a good many 
positions and then found that he was 
slipping and sliding all over the place 
everytime he shifted his weight. 
Worse, he was being “vibrated to 
death.” 

Collins, riding for AAMCO 
Transmissions of San Jose and Valley 
Cycle, picked up ground despite the 
inconvenience and fought his way to 
third although he didn’t realize it. “I 
almost lost third because I didn't 
realize (fourth place finisher) Ed 
Powell and I were dueling for that 
position in the final laps. I wasn't 
letting up anyway." 

One rider worth noting was Gina 
Bovaird, one of three women entered. 
Ms. Bovaird showed a lot of men, 59 to 
be exact, that she could get the gas on.

reflected on her first ride for sponsor 
Hawaiian Tropics, “I had some 
problems at the start because the bike 
is new and not broken in yet like my 
old one. Once the traffic sorted itself 
out, I began to move.” Ms. Bovaird 
moved through the pack from around 
40th at the. start to 21st at the finish. 

Del Monico established his superior- 
ity at the start with a move from the 
middle of the second row into the lead 
by the time the field was halfway 
through the infield. 

By the fifth lap the bearded Texan 
had opened up about three seconds of 
breathing room and was settling into a 
comfortable pace. However, a number 
of other riders were on the move and 
there was no rest for Del Monico. 

Ed Powell came up to hound the 
leader on lap six with Gerold Smith 
coming up for the game of tag a lap 
later. Smith, however, vanished with 
undisclosed problems two laps later. 

Arnaiz, who had held the pole and 
was the victim of an opening lap 
traffic jam, was cutting through traffic 
with a vengeance. On lap nine the lead 
swapping began with a total of seven 
changes in the remaining 11 laps 
between Del Monico and Arnaiz 
taking place. 

Hard luck award goes to Mark 
Leguerra for running out of gas on the 
final lap while running sixth and 
losing only one position in his push to 
the flag. 

“I owe a lot to Gary Collins and 
Larry Few," said Del Monico 
afterwards. They prepared the new 
engine we put in at the beginning of 
the week. Hey, don’t leave out my 
sponsor, Edwards Motors. I wouldn't 
be here without them." е

"On the last lap, I went over the 
bars in the mud — stupid!" he said 
later. That was all Hannah needed; he 
rolled in a winner. Wise salvaged 
second ahead of Taylor, Greg Robertson 
and Robillard. Scott Gillman, Ken 
Adams and Tommy Croft completed 
the top eight who transferred directly 
to the main event. 

Heat two was equally hard-fought 
and fast-paced. At the start, it was 
Kent Howerton putting his Team 
Suzuki out in front of the pack with 
Kawasaki's Jimmy Weinert right on his 
heels. 

Private duels formed immediately as 
the leading duo pulled ahead and the 
followers paired off to compete for 
individual positions. Mickey Boone 
held back Kawasaki teammate Gaylon 
Mosier for third place early in the 
qualifier as Mickey Kessler and John 
Savitski started their fight for fifth.

Within three 
laps, Shultz worked his way up to 
fourth and pursued Reid at a distance. 
On the next lap, he passed Reid, but 
Warren repassed on the final lap for 
third.

Bruce Penhall rode 
most of last season in Europe and 
would have made a big difference int 
the overall score, but because of a 
separated shoulder suffered in Mexico 
when he was run over by a truck, 
Bruce could only sit onthe sideline 
and root for the home team, but, “I 
will be riding next Thursday night on 
the half mile” says Bruce. 

Due to the passing of his mother, 
Anders Michanek will not be hand for 
the final event; he will return to 
Sweden to be with the rest of his 
family. World team leader Barry 
Briggs said, *If need be, I will put on a 


set of leathers to fill in the spot on the 
World team.” Barry is only slightly 
known in the sport. 

Briggs won the World Title several 
times, the Long Track every few years, 
along with Best Pairs, British League, 
was given a few medals by the Queen 
of England, has had a dozen or so 
books written about him and can still 
hold his own. Besides all the racing 
that he has laid out for the two teams, 
Barry has been working out plans for a 
one-weekend Speedway school to be 
held this weekend at Racing World.

The American team did win the 
race meet at Ventura, but only by 
eight points and this puts your mind to 
wonder if the visitors can come from 
their first defeat by over 40 points on a 
small track to within just eight points 
in three race meets, what would 
happen if there was a month of racing, 
or even seven events? 

The top World talent really does 
adapt to all race tracks much faster 
than the Americans do when they go 
overseas.

said Baldwin with a smile, “one lap 
wasn't what I had in mind." 

Double World Champion Kork 
Ballington's ride didn't last long 
either. A problem in the engine's 
water-cooling was discovered in the 
pre-race practice session and the 
engine was rebuilt. Unfortunately, the 
problem appeared again immediately 
- leaving Ballington high and dry after 
four laps — plus a long walk back to 
the Kawasaki pits. 

While all this was, going on, 
Mamola, Spencer and Aksland — in 
any order you would like to pick — 
began their three rider ballet. The trio 
played swap and swap again with the 
lead and by the end of 12 laps there 
had been 21 changes and they were a 
long distance ahead of Mang and 
Gennady Liubimski on the Harry 
Hunt-sponsored Yamaha. 

The trio became a pair on lap 18 
although Mamola had lost most of the 
use of his front brake starting on lap 
13. To compound matters, an oil leak 
sprayed his foot enough to make it 


hard to keep on the peg. Mamola 
dropped: dramatically off the pace 
leaving Spencer and Aksland to run 
the remaining eight laps as a four- 
wheeled shadow. 

Three more times the lead changed 
hands before Aksland put the winner's 
grasp on it — although even he wasn't 
sure until the checkered flag waved. 

On the final lap Aksland led across 
the start/finish line by the slimmest of 
margins; Aksland then drew out five 
bikelengths in the horseshoe, which 
had proved to be Spencer's weak point 
all day. Sweeping through traffic, 
Spencer closed the gap and remained 
close as the pair hit the banking. 
Going into the chicane, it was 
anybody's ballgame. Two lengths 
separated the pair as they thundered 
(buzzed?) around the turn four 
banking and onto the front straight. 
Could Spencer use the draft for'a 
slingshot at the line? It was close.

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KSI’s new Mk. Il 450cc Honda 


four-stroke MXer 


The first competitive thumper to enter the two-stroke wars 


By Jim Gianatsis 


The special interest four-stroke motocrossers 
which I’ve tested in the past for Cycle News, 
Bengt Aberg’s Hallman-Yamaha 500cc and 
ССМ” 580cc monster, were unique bikes. They 


very definitely behaved and per- 
formed like the heavyweight 
four-stroke motocrossers they 
were. For racing in four-stroke- 


only classes you couldn't ask for better 
bikes, but compared to the latest in 
two-stroke motocross technology, they 
just weren't competitive. Their high 
weight coupled with the lack of needed 
engine response restricted them to 
smoother and less demanding courses. 
But just when I was labeling all 
four-stroke motocrossers as uncom- 
petitive dinosaurs, Knobby Shop 
International; down by San Diego, 
CA, thought they could make a liar 
out of me with their latest piece of 
exotica. They did. KSI's new Mk. II 
450cc Honda thumper is the first four- 
stroke motocrosser I've ever tested that 
I could classify as competitive against 
the latest factory two-strokes in 
National caliber competition. 


* Thé reasons Why the KSI'thümper is ^ 


such a hot machine are simple: a ready 
to roll weight of 228 pounds with a low 


' center of gravity, and a big-bore 450сс 


Honda engine that snaps its way 
through the powerband like a front- 
wheel-popping two-stroke. 

Built in England to Alan 
Greenwood's exacting specifications, 
the original Mk. I Knobby Shop 
International frame kit for XL-250/ 
350 Hondas first introduced in 1977 
has been revised. The new Mk. II 
frame kit incorporates all the changes 
and improvements learned since the 
original frame kit was introduced. It is 
also suited to meet the increases in 
suspension travel, with our test bike 
sporting 11 inches of travel at each end 
provided by Simons forks and 
cantilever-positioned Fox AirShox. 

Built of Reynolds 531 chromoly 
tubing which is beautifully chrome 
plated, the KSI Mk. II frame is 
completely new and features a new 
cantilever' swingarm with stronger 


pivot mounts and beefing up around 
the steering head, foot pegs and 
engine mount areas. A new rear brake 
lever assembly, more reliable and with 
better lever action is incorporated and 
designed for a full-floating rear brake 
now. Where there was none before, a 
new four-bolt head brace for the 
engine helps cut down on engine 
vibration and stiffens up the chassis. 
Also redesigned are the new fiberglass 
tank, airbox, under seat panel and the 
FIM style side number panels. 

The suspension incorporates the 
best available accessory components 
with Simons air/spring forks up front 
offering 11 inches of travel on our test 
bike. The shocks are 15.12 inch 
AirShox, two of which are mounted in 
parallel laydown fashion under the 
seat to work with the cantilever 
swingarm to produce 11 inches of 
wheel travel, An increase in travel to 
the 12 inch range could probably be 
accomplished quite easily with longer 
available Simons forks and AirShox. 

If you have your own XL-250 or 350 
Honda to play with, the basic frame 
kit from Knobby Shop will run you 
$1170. This includes nearly everything 
you'll need with the exception of the 


‘suspension components. Included in 


the kit are frame, swingarm, exhaust 
pipe, airbox and filter, seat, side 


panels, rear axle, alloy tank, Timken 
tapered steering head bearings, full- 
floating rear brake parts, chain guide 
and all necessary mounting hardware. 
For a total of about $2000 and an XL 
Honda for the engine and wheels you 
could have the classiest thumper on 
the block. 

Our test bike had received the full 
race treatment with additional goodies 
like a Yamaha YZ conical front hub 
and Suzuki RM magnesium rear hub, 
Buchanan's heavy duty spokes and Sun 
rims, Renthal handlebars, Petty 
fenders and Magura controls. Then 
the Honda XL. engine was race 
modified and bored out to 450cc for 
competitive Open class horsepower. 
АП totaled up, but not counting the 
cost of the engine which you would 
probably pick up pretty cheaply from 
the want ads in Cycle News, Knobby 
Shop could build you the bike pictured 
here for $3500. The price might seem 
a little stiff, but it's comparable to the 
price of the CCM motocrosser 
complete, or building up a Hallman- 
Yamaha to comparable specifications. 

The engine is a masterpiece of 
design built up by KSI's Frank Wilson. 
Beginning with a stock 348cc XL 
Honda, Frank uses a Powroll kit to get 
a new 77.3mm stroke and 86mm bore 
for a new displacement of 450cc. The 








stock four-valve Honda head is 
reworked with special KSI valves, 
springs, valve guides and titanium 
studs. The transmission is the stock 
five-speed with modified second, third 
and fourth billet gears. The clutch is 
also a modified heavy-duty unit. 
Carburetion is provided by a 36mm 
Amal, which Frank has found works 
better than the popular Japanese carbs 
on a four-stroke. The trick head work 
and an Energy Transfer electrical 
system will cost you an extra $500 if 
you plan to build a bike which will be 
competitive in National and World 
Championship motocross. 


All bolted together the KSI 450cc 
Honda stands on a 57.5 inch 
wheelbase at 228 pounds. The frame is 
well designed in the handling depart- 
ment and, coupled together with the 
excellent suspension, offers itself as 
being equal to many of the factory 
works bikes I’ve ridden. 


And as I mentioned earlier, the 
450cc Honda engine has a snappy, 
quick revving powerband which 
seemed to be competitively fast in the 
seat-of-the-pants testing department 
with other Open class two-strokes. 
And the fact that the 450cc Honda 
retains the low rpm stump pulling 
power characteristic of four-strokes 
while it has the ability to turn high revs 
like a two-stroke makes this bike the 
best of both worlds. 


Alan Greenwood feels his thumper 
kit is the best one available and after 








riding it myself, I'd have to agree with 


him, National rider Jim Turner 
helped ride the bike for our photo 
session and also offered his comments 
on the bike. Except for the Simons 
forks, where he thought the 
dampening control could have been 
better, Jim could find no fault with the 
bike and within minutes of swinging 
his leg over the saddle and having 
never ridden a four-stroke before, Jim 
was convinced the bike would be 
competitive in National competition. 

In the works for the near future, 
Alan feels Honda's new XR500 enduro 
bike has the potential to make an even 
better motocrosser with one of his 
frames. The shorter engine design of 
the new 500cc motor would allow a 
lower frame yet, with a lower center of 
gravity. Plus, the 500cc motor weighs 
a. few pounds less and the 50cc 
additional displacement available over 
the 450cc engine would allow an 
additional three or four horsepower 
over the present bike. 

To sum it all up, four-stroke moto- 
crosers may not be uncompetitive 
after all. All that is required is a lot of 
desire by guys like Alan Greenwood 
and engine builder Frank Wilson to 
make them competitive. 

Now, let me see... where can I find 
a hill big enough to push this thing 
down to get it started...

Championship Enduro 


Trouble on the 


trail 


Something will go wrong 

Even if you've ridden enduros for years 
and have learned the tricks of 
preparing your bike and riding it well 
under widely different conditions and 
on all kinds of terrain, you can count 
on your share of trouble. That’s 
because enduro riding is tough on you, 
but often even harder on the machine 
you depend on to get you to the finish, 
or at least out of the boonies to a place 
where help can be found. Luck has a 
lot to do with it. Even the king of the 
current crop of national class enduro 
riders, Dick Burleson, has had his 
share of the bad kind in competition, 
and so have all the challengers. It's 
part of the sport. 

The secret to winning or scoring 
well in the face of trouble along the 
trail is to act quickly to correct the 
problem if you can, then get on with 
your riding. This way you may lose 


if you aren't stopped very long and 
there's no checkpoint immediately. If 
your trouble is serious, you may have 
to hang it up for the day and get back 
to headquarters the best way you can. 

You avoid trouble much of the time 
by setting up your bike properly in the 
first place and by preparing, before 
each run, for every imaginable 
difficulty. This means tools and parts 
and plans. If you have with you what 
you need when something goes wrong, 
know immediately what to do or how 
to check and fix it- fast, you'll enjoy 
enduro riding more. And if you know 
how to improvise when you don't have 
what you'd normally use to get going 
again, you will have conquered one of 
the real challenges of the sport. 

A look at some common and not-so- 
common problems of enduro riders, 
all of which have actually happened, 
prove anything is possible along the 
trail. If you're a mechanic, you have 








an advantage because you understand 
the motorcycle better than an average 
rider. But you stil won't have a 
complete shop or a big tool box with 
you, so you have to work with less than 
usual. Most of the suggestions are 
.simple, and some may not work in 
your particular situation or with your 
kind of bike. That's where judgment is 
important. And besides, you may have 
found a better way already. 
Engine problems 

Your carburetor is loaded up with 
gas, and the engine runs slow even at 
full throttle, then dies. The cause 
doesn't matter when you're hung up 
on the course and anxious to move 
again. Be sure the choke hasn't been 
knocked closed, then use full throttle 
as you kick the starter. Ease off on the 
throttle a little after it fires up but 
doesn't clear itself and rev up. If it 
dies, try again. Still no luck? Shut off 
the gas at the tank petcocks, and use 
the same procedure again. Always use 
full throttle to clear the engine of 
excess fuel. Be sure to turn the gas 
back on before you blast down the 
trail. 

If gas is pouring out the carb 
-overflow and gushing on the ground, 
the float may be stuck or dirt is 
causing the trouble. If your bike will 
start, rev it up a little. The vibration 
may loosen the float if it's jammed. 
Tapping the carburetor body with the 
handle of a screwdriver or other tool 
that won’t damage it sometimes works. 
If it still drips, shut off the fuel and 
remove the bowl to check for dirt and 
for the positioning and free movement 
of the float. If you don’t know the 
normal position, leave it alone. If 
there's dirt, dump it out (don't lose 
any parts) then flush with a little gas 
from the gas line before reassembling. 
If it ran long enough to get you this 
far, it should go again.

do in the field except check for loose 
connections, once you've gone through 
all the other steps outlined. 

Water in the cylinder is a real 
bummer. It happens when you fall in 
water deep enough to cover the 
exhaust pipe and engine of your 
downed bike, and the engine stalls. Or 
if you're stuck in a swamp, trying to 
dig out, when it tips over before you 
know it's starting to fall. Clearing the 
water out takes some time. Once 
you've got it on land again, remove the 
sparkplug and tip the bike over, 
completely upside-down. Now, crank 
it over with the kick-start lever to 
pump the water through the top of the 
cylinder head. If there's still water in 
the pipe and you can't get it all out by 
tipping the bike, remove the pipe, 
drain it and crank the engine over 
some more to make sure the water and 
mud are gone. You might have to 
stand your bike on end to do this 
properly. With some luck it will run 
for you when you put everything back 
together. 

What about engine seizure? It 
usually means that's all for the day, 
but occasionally it frees right up after 
you stop and let it cool. Try starting it 
again. If it turns over and continues 
running, maybe no serious damage 
resulted and you can continue on, but 
not at such high rpm. The sound tells 
you a lot. Strange noises are bad news. 
You'll probably know it if the 
cylinder's badly scored or a ring is 
broken. And if the engine ate a ring, 
hang it up and get a tow or a ride back 
to headquarters. 


Transmission and drive 


Lots of things can cause your drive 
chain to jump off a sprocket, but the 
chances are minimal if it's adjusted 
properly and your bike has a 
tensioner, Sometimes when it comes 
off it starts a whole series of troubles 
that can bug you in several enduros. 
George and his Can-Am are a good 
example. The chain came off as he 
was bouncing over submerged logs in a 
swamp. Maybe a stick got in between 
the chain and rear sprocket; he doesn't 
know. Anyhow, it wrapped itself three 
layers deep around the countershaft 
sprocket, breaking the case-protector 
loose and taking a big chunk out of the 
part of the side cover that goes over the 
sprocket. Right there where he ‘was 
stuck in the water, George removed the 
cover, freed the chain and put

while holding the bike vertical with his 
body or one hand. It took 45 minutes 
before he got the bike going again and 
drove out of the swamp, still within his 
hour. Trouble was, he'd forgotten to 
replace the breather hose to the part of 
the case covering the electrics. At one 
of the water crossings later in the run 
his engine stopped and he couldn't get 
it started. Ў 

But that wasn’t the end of it. After 
the moisture and dust were eliminated 
from the CDI electrics, the bike ran 
fine, and he competed “in the 
Porcupine National a couple weeks 
later. Then in the next enduro George 
had to quit only six miles out when the 
CDI failed. One coil had deteriorated 
from the moisture that got in the day 
the chain jumped off! 

But not all chain problems end up 
being that serious. Usually, you just 
put it back on the sprocket, adjust it 
right and tighten the axle nut. Unless 
a rear bearing is shattered, and you 
can't keep the sprocket in alignment, 
so the chain jumps again. Or a small 
rock gets carried forward with the 
chain and jams between it and the 
countershaft sprocket, stopping the 
engine so suddenly that gears are 
broken. Or a loose chain skips over the 
teeth on the countershaft sprocket 
until they eventually break and are 
worn down, or the countershaft nut 
comes loose, allowing the sprocket to 
spin and maybe strip the spline. 
"They've all happened. 

If you've got problems like these, 
you just do your best by tightening and 
adjusting, and if you have to drop out, 
at least you might be able to limp back 
to headquarters under your own 
power, avoiding any gears that are 
broken. One other common trouble 
related to the transmission which 
plagues some enduro riders, usually 
the inexperienced ones, is a badly slip- 
pling clutch. It helps to adjust it 
before it gets serious. Once you've run 
out of adjustment all you can do is ride 
with it. Obviously, some motorcycles, 
because of gearing or inherent clutch 
weaknesses that show up under the 
stress of enduro, are more likely to 
have slippage than others. 


Busted controls 

The cables are the most vulnerable 
because they can be snagged by 
branches or kinked badly in a fall. It 
doesn't take you long to learn that 
spares are important and that the 


-throttle cable iş the one you need, the 





most. There's no way you can ride 
cross-country without a throttle! Some 
riders not carrying: an extra throttle 
cable have made it back by rigging up 
the front brake lever to do the job, but 
having a replacement is simpler and 
lets you continue riding the event. 

If the clutch or front brake cables 
break, or if the levers are busted in a 
fall; it's pretty easy to get along 
without them if you have to. Your 
riding is affected because you've lost a 
lot of the control you depend on to 
negotiate tough sections without losing 
time. With no clutch you can't slip it 
to keep the engine alive when it's 
about to stall, and downhills can be 
more difficult when you can't let the 
rear wheel roll free at times. And more 
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than half of your braking power is lost are slimmer 
ithout the front to help.

happen, yet it’s not uncommon. 
Hopefully, you'll notice it's missing 
before disaster befalls you. Vise-grips, 
again, can keep you going. Just clamp 
them on the threaded end of the axle 
to keep it from slipping out. You 
forgot to bring them with you? Wrap 
wire or tape around the threads and 
hope it holds. 

Shock mounting bolts come loose, 
too, and if one falls out you'll know it 
because the swingarm will start to flex 
and the rear wheel will be out of line. 
Except if you're riding a monoshocker 
on which the whole rear of the bike 
will drop. In either case you'll have to 
use your ingenuity to improvise a jury 
rig to get you back to headquarters. 
Unless you happen to carry one of each 
kind of mount bolt with you. Not 
many riders do. 

Tweaked forks are almost routine 
after a big wipe-out. Hold your bike by 
one side of the handlebars, with the 
steering turned to one stop, then kick 
the wheel to straighten the forks. You 
might have to loosen the triple clamps 
to make it easier. You can also do this 
with the front wheel between two close 
trees, or with your bike laying down on 
the ground. Each rider develops his 
favorite method of curing the 
problem. You can ride with the front 
end out of line if you have to, but it’s 
hard to go fast. 

Strange twists of fate 

You're out of gas? It seems to 
happen to everyone now and then, and 
it sure makes you feel helpless unless 
you've got a little extra stashed on the 
bike, maybe in a canteen. Ex-Bultaco 
factory rider Mike Hannon won the : 
49er National in California in 1977 
after his bike ran dry short of the one 
gas stop in the dusty, hilly 100-mile 
meet. He scrounged gas at a cabin 
nearby so he could make it to where 
his crew was waiting. Most riders 
aren't that lucky. They end up 
pushing for miles sometimes or 
ditching their motorcycle and excess 
gear and walking out to a road where 
they will be picked up. Only when it's 
mostly down hill will you be able to get 
your bike out by yourself without help. 
It's easier to get a tow from someone 
whose bike is running but has dropped 
out for other reasons, or from one of

Ever wonder why a lot of riders use a 
rubber band to hold their kick-start 
lever in? Most likely it's not because 
the ball detent is worn out and won't 
hold it out of the way; it's to avoid the 
chance of seizure on muddy runs. Fine 
silt can work its way into the detent 
where the spring-loaded ball rests. 
The vibration packs the silt tighter 
and tighter around the ball and spring 
until the kick-start lever is locked 
tightly in the folded-in position, 
keeping you from using it. Sounds 
impossible, doesn't it? Well, it 
happens more than you'd think, and 
even with .vise-grips it's about 
impossible to break loose. If your 
engine stalls and it's too muddy for 
bump starting, there's nothing you can 
do but remove and disassemble the 
lever, clean out the mud and put it 
back. By then you're probably running 
very late or you've houred out, all due 
to the same mud you were sure you'd 
mastered. 


What if you're stuck in it though — 
almost axle deep? Sometimes the 
suction is unbelievable, holding your 
bike so there's no way you can lift even 
one end straight up. The same kind of 
silt that caused the seizing of the 
kickstart lever is locking your wheels 
(especially the rear which is probably 
dug in deeper) with a tenacious grip. 
Digging the mud away from the sides 
will help, and so will leaning your bike 
from side to side as you try to swing it 
around out of the ruts. Maybe then 
you can ride it out over brush or reeds 
you've spread in front of you to help 
keep you from sinking. If all else fails, 
you may find the only way is to flop 
your motorcycle over and over until 
you reach firmer ground, but before 
you try this, plug up or tape over the 
end of your exhaust pipe so water 
won't get in the engine. 


Did you ever complain about being 
forced to carry a fire extinguisher? Not 
many enduros have this requirement, 
but a bike on fire is costly and will 
probably keep you from finishing 
unless you can put it out fast. Tom 
Penton knows. In the 1975 ISDT, his 
bike caught fire only a few miles from 
the start on the first day, knocking him 
out of competition immediately and 
spoiling the chances of the U.S. trophy 








team. If you don’t have an 
extinguisher, try to smother it quickly 


any way you can — with dirt, sand, 
mud or your jacket. But if it persists, 
get away! 


But troubles along an enduro trail 
don't always put your bike out of 
commission. Maybe it's OK but you're 
not. Maybe you've lost the course and 
there are no roads nearby. What 
should you do? The most logical 
answer is to backtrack until you find 
the arrows again, or until you cross a 
road that might take you to where you 
can pick up the trail. There's danger 
in going backward on a marked trail, 
though. You can't always see the 
arrows (they're on the opposite side of 
the trees, posts or rocks) so you don't 
know immediately when you've picked 
it up again. Suddenly, riders may be 
coming at you very fast, not expecting 
to meet anyone coming the other way. 
just such a thing happened in 1976 at 
a two-day qualifier in Oregon, and the 
rider going the wrong way was killed. 
So if you have to backtrack, be alert 
and don't ride too fast. 

Getting pinned under your bike 
after you fall is another hassle you 
have to endure sometimes. It happens 
quite often if there's much running in 
deep sand or muddy ground, and it 
not only louses up your schedule, it 
can hurt. Lots of riders start yelling for 
help the instant they realize they're 
pinned to the ground if they see a 
spectator or photographer nearby, but 
if you lie there a few seconds figuring 
out if you're hurt and whether you can 
work one leg free, you can usually 
escape without assistance. Your arms 
are seldom underneath your 
motorcycle following a wipe-out, yet 
you can’t use them to lift it off you 
because you're on the ground where 
you can’t raise up enough to get the 
leverage necessary to move over 200 
pounds. Try instead to work one leg 
out if it’s not already free, using your 
hands to help if you need to, Then by 
pushing with your free foot on any 
part of your bike that’s slightly off the 
ground, like the seat or handlebars, 
you can usually relieve the weight on 
the other leg enough to slide it out. 

If you're injured 

But what if you're hurt from a fall or 
collision and don't know if you can get 
up and ride to where you'll find help? 
If you're along the enduro route where 
other riders can see you're in trouble, 
someone will stop and assist you or 
send help back when he reaches the 
next gas stop or checkpoint. Some 
meets have members of the National 
Motorcycle Patrol riding right along 
with the entrants, spread out through 
the run so one of them is always close 
by with first-aid training and 
equipment. But even if there is no 
organized on-trail medical help at a 
meet, the organizers are ready to give 
assistance promptly when it's needed. 
Word of a rider hurt moves 
surprisingly fast along the course, and 
the organizing club is very familiar 
with the area and the location of 
nearby doctors and hospitals. 

You're in a more serious situation if 
you're off the course far enough so you 
can't be seen easily. Then it's up to you 
to attract attention some way. Yelling 
might not do much good because of 
the noise of the bikes running by so 
you'll probably have to try something 
else if you can't get yourself over to 
where the people are. After the last 
rider has gone through there is always 
a clean-up rider who sweeps the course 
to. make sure there's no one left out 
there who needs help. After that you'll 
be pretty much on your own, 
depending on your location, but the 
chances of this happening at an 
enduro are almost zero. In fact, 
injuries are not even common and are 
seldom serious. e.

Wouldn't ya know, it arrived in a 
Yamaha crate! The name's Elmer. Daytona coverage begins on p. 6. 


Bell Helmets has posted $34,600 in 
contingencies for '79 AMA competi- 
tion. Broken down by series, the 
amount includes $15,800 for the AMA 
Grand National Championship/ Winston 
Pro Series and $18,800 for the AMA 
National Motocross Series and the 
AMA/Toyota Supercross Series. In all 
events, first-place finishers who wear 
Bell helmets will receive $250. Riders 
who wear Bell to second and third 
place finishes will receive $100 and $50 
respectively. Bell paid out $24,550 in 
contingencies in 1978, with Bob 
Hannah taking the largest single 
amount, $6,300. 


Though Daytona may be more 
well-known for the road racing, 
there was a lot of flat track action 
in and around the area in the week- 
end preceeding Cycle Week. At 
the Ocala short track Friday night, 
Mar. 2, Mike Kidd picked up his 
first win for Team Army over 
Randy Goss and Scott Pearson.

Ghost town 
gambit on the 
Geiger Grade

Geiger Grade...Masonic...some of you may 
have heard of them, but few I’m sure, have ever 
seen them. Masonic once was a fairly famous 
gold mining town. Some who came in search 


of the precious metal hit it big. 
For them, it was steak and cham- 
pagne. But for most of the pros- 
pectors, it was stale coffee and 
boiled beans. Now it’s a ghost town, 
and except for many holes in the hill- 
sides and piles of mine tailings, there 
isn’t much left. 

Geiger Grade was once one of the 
main roads from Bridgeport to Bodie. 
Through the years, thousands of 
wagons and stages slowly snaked their 


way over its rocky route loaded with 
tons of supplies and all types of 
humanity. 

In 1976, my partner and I rode in 
this area, primarily to Bodie and 
Aurora (We did an article on that 
ride; hope you read it.). In Bodie I 
noticed the rocky road heading north, 
but it was blocked off and was signed 
“Closed to all motorized vehicles.” I 
had read of this road while doing some 
research on the local history. Most had 
commented ,on’ whar , a" terror’ jt’ was’,

and spoke of the old ghost town to the 
north. It sounded like an area for the 
old TS Suzuki to investigate and put 
down some knobby tire tracks. 

Last year we were back in the area 
again, so, after checking with the 
Mono County sheriff and finding the 
route open, we made plans to ride to 
Masonic over the "grade" the 
following day. Sheriffs up here have 
been very helpful to us during the last 
four years. They're an excellent source 
of road information. 

The Masonic mining district was 
founded in 1860 but laid dorment 
while Bodie, Aurora and others were 
hitting their peak. Some years after 
their decline, a young lad named 
Green found some promising ore on 
the side of Masonic Mountain. In 
1901, he sold the claim to an old Bodie 
miner named Warren Loose. This 
claim, the Jump Up Joe, later became 
a very big producer. 

In 1902, three prospectors, Phillips, 

*Dorsey and Bryan founded the 
Pittsburg Liberty. Two years later they 
started production and soon had 50 
miners working in the tunnels. 

In 1878, D.M. Geiger came south 
after building a road called The 
Geiger Grade of the Comstock over in 
Nevada. With Bodie needing endless 
tons of supplies, machinery and wood, 
Geiger repeated his road building feat 
by constructing the road from 
Bridgeport to Bodie. Years later a new 
portion was added north into the now 
growing Masonic. 


wagons, but still it was a masterful 
piece of engineering. From the name 
you might guess it would be like a 
giant ski jump, but the steepest part is 
just north of Bodie and rises only 800 
feet in about five miles. He also made 
easy turns due to the large wagons 
pulled by 12 to 16 mules. My 17- 
horsepower was pulling only 400 
pounds (me and the bike), and that's 
with a knobby tire. The poor mules 
were pulling 15 to 20 tons with slick 
steel tires on wobbly wooden wheels. 

Later, a competitor, J.C. Murphy, 
built another toll road which is now 
the present North Road into Bodie. 
This road, not as steep, caused 
Geiger's to fall into disuse. The tolls, a 
dollar for a wagon and two mules and 
25 cents for a single horseman, made 
several toll road builders a pretty good 
living. Murphy made over $1800 one 
month, and that was during a bad 
winter! 

We started our ride at the inter- 
section of Highway 167 and the 
Cottonwood Canyon Road. This is the 
south road into Bodie, and it’s well- 
signed. We topped our tanks, kicked 
the scooters into life and started up the 
canyon. 

This first stretch of 9.5 miles is still 
as rough and dusty as ever. They say 
it’s graded several times a year, but I 
haven't figured out how they get all 
those funny kidney-shaking ridges in 
the road. Dropping down the hill into 
Bodie, we stopped for a cup of coffee 
and a smoke. Take your own food; 
they sell only postcards. The water in 


, the fountain is free. Several tourists 





looked rather strangely at the two 
dusty riders and their bikes, shook 
their heads and went back to 
sightseeing. 

Now we started up the grade. As I 
mentioned it wasn’t bad, just a little 
rocky. Just north of Bodie on the west 
side of the canyon you can see the 
route of the pipelines that used to 
supply water from the springs on 
Bodie Mountain. Also note the lack of 
trees on the hillsides. 

The trees, mostly pinion pines, were 
cut to supply timbers for the mines 
and for the almost inconceivable 
amounts of firewood used during the 
bitter cold winters. When woodcutting 
became unprofitable or difficult for 
the whiteman, many Chinese or 
Indians took up the trade. They even 
removed the stumps which they made 
into charcoal. Many of the “pig-tailed 
Irishmen,” as they were sometimes 
called, made a very good living doing 
this menial work. 

It was along this route one of the 
infamous ladies of the night, a fair- 
looking lass called French Joe, left 
Bodie in a drunken state and was 
found months later near Rough Creek. 

. All that was found was a skull, a shred 
of cloth and some blonde hair. Life 
here was hard, and nature is 
unforgiving. 

Crossing Rough Creek at 13.9 miles, 
we go up a little, and off to your left is 
10,236 foot Potatoe Peak. At 18.2 
miles we drop down into Aurora 
Canyon. The road to the west comes 
up from Bridgeport and is part of the 
original route. The road to the east 
drops down a canyon to China Camp. 
It's another old gold camp over in 
Nevada. 

We continue north and start 
climbing, in a short time you will cross 
the remnants of the Fremont-Carson 
trail. General John C. Fremont and 
Kit Carson crossed through here in 
1844. We saw faint trails and wagon 
tracks, but with no markers, it is next 
to impossible to find the exact route. 

From Aurora Canyon north the 
road was very smooth. It had rained 
several days before, and we were 
putting down the first tire tracks. This 
piece of road is not the Santa Monica 
Freeway; one or two vehicles every 
day or so makes it a busy 
thoroughfare. 

Just before we reached Masonic 
Mountain a hot rodder in a Scout 
roared by us. He had two girls with 
him, and to impress them with his 
driving skill, he was hitting about 50 
mph. Twenty-five would have been a 
hot pace. They scrape a speeder out of 
these canyons every once in awhile. 
Many of the turns are blind, and 
caution should be used on these back 
roads. In some places if you go off the 
road, it's a ride like going down the 
side of the L.A. City Hall. 

At 23 miles, you reach the road to 
the radio. towers on Masonic 
Mountain. It looks like part of a 
hillclimb up the Matterhorn. Go right, 
stay on the main road. Wind your way 
and drop into the bottom of the 
canyon. 

At 24.8 miles a junction appears; it's 
well-marked. We went left toward 
Bridgeport and continued to 27.6 
miles and the Chemung Mine. It is the 
most complete of all the mines and 


mills in the area. The main structure is - 


still intact, but has been gutted of all 
machinery. Some activity is seen; 
probably the annual assessment work 
is still being done. The Chemung has 
had three mills built and torn down 
during the years. It was founded in 
1909 and produced well until 1938. 
We had some lunch, redirected 
some lost tourists, and then started to 
back track a bit. In looking for an old 
mine tramway, we rode down a brushy 
ridge. We rode about two miles until

Davis takes two at 
CRC Outlaw GP

RIVERSIDE, CA, MAR. 4 

Spring tip-toed into California 
everywhere but Riverside. The 
gorgeous weather was accom- 
panied by the roar of racing bikes 


as desert riders met motocross riders 
on both common and unfamiliar 
ground. It began with a dead-engine 
desert style start into a superfast 
motocross sweeper turn and 
immediately out onto: the asphalt. 


several miles of mostly loamy dirt with 
occasional patches of pavement, some 
ups, some downs, four “toaster” jumps 
that threw you straight up like a 
demented pop-tart and just a few 
power-sucking bottomless bogs 
rumored to contain the carcasses of 
ancient Triumphosauri. About 4.9 
miles of outrighteous riding. All of the 
riders that I talked to were really 
stoked on the course, especially the 
early riders whose races were almost 
entirely dust free due to the recent 
rains in Riverside. In later races, 
about one-third of the course got 
rather dusty, causing slightly lower lap 
times. 


The lap times were not slow in the ` 


first race of the day, the 200cc class. 











on the first row, followed by the 
Amateurs, the Novices, the Beginners, 
and, for this race only, the Minis. At 
the flash of green, the Experts blew 
away and Jon Freisen was fastest into 
the first turn. Very soon, Donnie 
Morrison and Scott Atchison passed 
him to begin one of their regularly 
scheduled duels. This one, however, 
only lasted into the third lap when 
Atchison seized while sloshing through 
the mud after the super hot pavement 
run. He lost at least one lap while 
trying to persuade his piston to cease 
its embarrassing love affair with the 
cylinder wall. By the time he 
succeeded, he was down one lap, 
Morrison was out of reach and Robby 
Kennedy was comfortably in second 
place. By comfortably, I mean that he 
tried for the rest of the race to catch 
the low-flying Morrison, almost 
getting off in the process as the course 


. began to chop up. Morrison seemed a 


bit disappointed that Atchison had 
seized and fallen back or “— it would 
have been a close race all the way.” He 
didn’t offer to give away the 
champagne, however. | 


The second race was a very special 
event, being composed entirely of the 
members of one club, the infamous 
Over the Hill Gang. They brought 63 
members, from Experts to Beginners, 
with all sizes of bikes to race against 
each other. The best was Larry 
Shoemaker who was so far ahead of 
second place by the time he hit the 
home check that he almost caught the 
checkers with their fingers stuck in the 
pop tops. They recovered to score him 
and he went on to easily win the 
OTHG race. Bill Saltzman chased 
Shoemaker enough to keep him trying 
and was rewarded with second place 
for his efforts. Incidentally, all 
members of the OTHG have 
characteristic nicknames, Shoemaker 
is “Lanky Larry” and Saltzman is 
"Banzai Bill." The OTHG results have 
the nicknames included — at least 
those that are printable. 


Third and last race of the morning 
was the 250cc class. The dust was 
holding down well enough to allow 
some very fast laps. Kevin Davis of Las 
Vegas and Pat Delligatto swapped the 
lead several times and pushed each 
other into a five-minute, 30 second 
bracket on the second lap. That's 
roughly a 53 mph average. Davis’ 
KTM had the top end and pulled him 
to the final win. Amateur Keven 
MacNeal slipped in ahead of 
Delligatto for second place. The race 
was close and furious all the way and 
tall desert gearing apparently made 
the difference. 


Following the afternoon practice 
was the Star-Studded-Triple-Class- 
Gee-Whiz-Special-Event of the day. In 
this race, roughly equivalent to a 
three-way masked tag team wrestling 
match, the Junior/Seniors (30-40 years 
old), the Seniors (over 40), and the 
women got to do multiple battle. Since 
I was looking at this race from the 
inside of a helmet, I had asked a friend 
to assist in taking notes and taking 
pictures. The only problem was that 
he took note of all the fine young 
ladies in their minimal spring attire 
and nearly forgot to take pictures. The 
unfortunate thing about being as slow 
as 1 ат is that all the action takes 
place about a light-year ahead of me 
and I don't know who's leading until I 
get lapped. I'm told Bill Saltzman led 
most of the race but the one who 
passed me on the last lap was Leon 
Price. I made the mistake of trying to 
keep up with him, even to the extent of 
doing almost 100 mph on the final

winner's champagne by the time I got 
through the last turn. I was never able 
to find out what happened to 
Saltzman, Lenny Hancock and Frank 
Arciero had a ball dicing throughout 
the race but Hancock had more fun 
when Arciero seized on the next to last 
lap and Hancock took second overall 
and first Amateur. A clean sweep for 
Clean Sweep. 

Las Vegas was the big winner today 
as Kevin Davis took the fifth race, the 
one for the big bikes, in a wire to wire 
first place run. Riding an unfamiliar 
bike, a Maico rather than the KTM 
like he used to win the 250cc class, 
David held off a continuing challenge 
from Husky-mounted Eric 
MacCracken whose valiant effort 
carried him to second. Davis admitted 
to being “‘a little tired. Maybe I slowed 
down." Two wins — we should all be 
so tired. 

The day's last race was labeled 
"unclassified." It was intended for 
riders who were not members of CRC. 
Quite a few CRC members who had 
ridden in early events decided to take 
one more shot at the golden ring and 
entered this race. It was a free-for-all, 
with all manner of machine from 
125cc to Open class, and when the 
dust cleared, the top three spots were 
all 250s! David Willis on an Open bike 
started the first row and was first into 
the turn, but at the end of the first lap, 
Kenny. Upp had moved from his 
second row start to the lead. He was 
supposed to be taking it easy, but for 
Kenny easy seems to be staying in the 
lead. Jerri Marquis didn’t want to 
make it too easy for Upp and pressed 
every second, closing and falling back, 
with never more than eight seconds 
between them throughout the race. It 
was the closest, most hotly contested 
race of the day; a fitting climax to an 
absolutely superb day of racing. 

In Grand Prix scoring, the results 
are never official until every rider is 
checked against every scorers lap 
sheets, which is clearly impossible in 
the few hours available after a race. 
We're close, but not official until you 
get the results in the mail.

"I got those guys and Leon but I 
never saw Reams or his dust," said 
Stearns. Eddy moved it to second spot 
as Livingston was losing it to a flat tire. 
He quit after home check on the 
second loop. Sterns was smokin' it on 
the packed course. Jim Valov then 
dt Eddy and they diced it for 
about five and a half miles. "My bike's 
front end was too stiff and I was 
having a hard time staying with Eddy 
in the rough stuff and when he went 
for it, he was gone," said Valov. 

Don Mathews, who had been one 
spot, behind Stearns on the first loop 
now moved into third overall and the 
125cc Expert win. Dan Dibb was 
fourth, and 250cc Amateur Bill Carr 
was fifth overall. 

Number one and the two plate 
holders Roger Adsit and Claude 
Maynard have not been romancing 
with lady luck. Both finished, but 
down in class as Adsit bumped in on a 
rear flat and Maynard came in 
dragging his left rear shock. 

H.J. Rinard was way out ahead for 
the 125cc Novice win. As officials went 
to get his helmet card, his machine 
died and all had to hustle getting it out 
of the way of finishing riders. Quick 
thinking and defensive riding have 
been the name of the game lately 
according to Jay Ahrens, president of 
the sports committee, who reports no 
serious injuries or accidents in the last 
three D-38 races. 

In the ever popular Senior class, 
Cecil Hollenbeck took home the gold 
looking no worse for the wear so soon 
after he and Jack Kaplan's successful 
ride in the Parker 400. Two spots 
behind Hollenbeck were Seniors Tom 
Brown and Bruce Cornell.

Rick Finger 
seized again and he and Malocco gave 
it up, riding past home check to their 
pits. They didn't know there was only 
15 riders ahead of them at this point 
but neither machine was going 
anywhere else that day. Malocco said,

There isn't as many rocks as in our 
area and the ground feels a lot 
different. It is a fast course."

After that, Bauer 
cut his pace down to a smooth speed, 
apparently satisfied with second place. 
Breker-went on to win the race with a 
huge lead over Bauer, Miller, Hopkins 
and Bill Pelto (Yam). 

Aside from Breker, the hottest Open 
Pro rider was Jim Lowe (Mai), but a 
bad start and a slow early race put him 
out of contention for the lead in moto 
one, but he ran a much better race the 
second time around. He still finished 
behind Breker, but on top of Tom 
Karos, Greg Stone and Mark Page. 

In the 125cc Pro race, it was up and 
coming Huff Hadley (Suz) from 
Orange County Suzuki who took the 
money. He got poor starts in both 
motos but came up and took the lead 
from Danny Burtt (Suz) in the late 
laps. Joey McManus took third both 
times. 

The Minis came out in unusually 
strong force, numbering over 40 in all. 
And on top of the whole bunch was 
Randy Yetto (Kaw) who battled with 
Don Sigrist (Yam) and Scott Amy 
(Yam) for top honors in the Mini 
Intermediate class. The Novice class 
went to another Kawasaki rider, Jeff 
Shaeffer over still another green 
machine rider, Jason Rincon. The 
usual Yamahas, however, were back 
on top in the Beginner class with Otis 
Cecil, John Meshkoff and Brad Lay. 

But the best races of the day were in 
the pint-sized Pee-Wee classes, which 
are divided into three different groups 
according to bike size and type of 
transmission. In division one, Allen 
Brehm turned his 2-2 finishes into first 
overall when first moto winner Johnny 
Gibbs didn't show up for the second 
round. Kimberly Robertson took that 
round but finished third overall 
behind Brehm and Joe Nava. On the 
50cc bikes with transmissions, the 
winner was Nathan Slater who split 
moto wins with Tim Clatioto. Third 
place went to Darren Hoopingrnes.

Gibson rakes it in 
at CMC 
Saddleback MX

ORANGE, CA, MAR. 4 | 

On Apr. 1 the American Motor- 
cyclist Association’s 125 and 250cc 
National MXers will put it on the 





line at Saddleback Park. This 


past weekend, several of the National 
contenders were out in full force to 
sharpen up their skills and to earn the 
very valuable points for the Continental 
Moto-sports Club number one plates. 
Factory Suzuki rider Jim Gibson hit 
the ie by finishing in the money 
in all three Professional classes. 


As everyone entered the fenced-off : 


pit area at Saddleback, their eyes 
zeroed in on the factory Yamaha of 


Broc Glover. Glover was styling his 





factory scoot that was no match in 
either of the 125cc motos, 

Twenty-seven eager 125cc Pros 
trampled the starting gate and Glover 
made the first tracks on the turf. 
Gibson, Gary Denton (LOP) and Don 
Fuller (Suz) were hot on the Yamaha's 
tail. Following fifth place Bob Kline 
(Hon) was a very fast Mike Tripes 
(Suz) and Chuck Bower (Hon) of 
Mettco fame. 

With the 14-lap event moving at a 
quick pace, Glover opened up such a 
lead over Gibson and the rest of the 
field that he began to lap the last 
runners. The moto ended with the 
final standing relatively the same: 
Glover, Gibson, Denton, Kline and 
Tripes. 

In moto two of the 125s, Glover 
again made it a clean sweep from first 
gear up the start chute to the last turn 
Ьу the scoring stand. Gibson was 
smothered in the pack about fifth or 
sixth and fighting the traffic. Kline 
had second position nailed down until 
Gibson twisted the wick and moved 
from fifth to third, passing Ron 
Turner (Yam) and Tripes in one 
sweep. Now Gibson set his sights on 
Kline, who was falling off the fast pace 
set by Glover. On lap five, Gibson 
dipped inside of Kline while they 
hustled towards the scoring stand. 
Back in sixth place, Fuller was pushing 
Tripes to such an extreme that Tripes 
was within inches of Kline. On lap 10, 
Denton had moved from 12th spot up 
to fifth to pursue the leaders, but the 
end of the moto had shot down his 
hopes. 

The overall monies went to Glover 
finishing 1-1 for the day, Gibson with 
two impressive rides scored 2-2 for 
second and Kline tallied a 4-3 for 
third. Denton was fourth and Tripes 
fifth. 

The turnout of 250cc Pros was over- 
whelming. Thirty-eight riders were 
broken down into two qualifying 
motos with the top 10 transferring into 
the final. For the other also-rans, a 
consolation moto was run which 
enabled the top eight riders to transfer 
to the main event. 

In the first qualifier, Ron Turner 
(Yam) and Jim Gibson battled for 14 
laps and were no farther apart than a 
wheel. Turner and Gibson transferred 
easily with David Taylor (LOP) and 
Tripes finishing third and fourth. The 
number two qualifier saw number one 
CMC 250cc rider Tim Lunde (Yam) 
simply walking away with the win. Jim 
Domann (Yam) placed second. 

The brute horsepower of Lunde's 
250 YZ lifted him into the lead of the 
final, but only momentarily. Lunde 
got sideways and went into a tank- 
slapper which enabled the LOP 
rocket, David Taylor, to relish the 
lead. On lap three, Tripes pulled up 
side-by-side to Taylor to muscle for the 
lead. Tripes showed some fine ability 
and he was now the leader. Taylor had 
just relinquished second place to 
Gibson when Jim crashed. Unable to 
restart the bike on the first kick, 
Gibson settled for 12th position and 
had his work cut out for himself. 

With Taylor chasing Tripes for the 
lead, back in third, fourth and fifth 
positions the standings were changing 
lap by lap. Lunde, Turner and Tony 
Wanket (Yam) were the would-be 
contenders. On lap seven, Taylor 
regained his lead over Tripes and 
started putting some yardage between 
himself and the Suzuki-mounted 
Tripes. Turner had third position 
pretty well sewed up and, believe it or 
not, Gibson had moved up eight 
notches passing Lunde and Wanket, 

“and held onto a stable fourth. After all 


the dust had cleared, Taylor came 
across with the big bucks. Tripes was 
second, then Turner, Gibson, Lunde 
and Wanket. What a race! 

After riding the 125 and 250cc 
classes, Jim Gibson was back out on 
the circuit contesting the Open class. 
Gibson drew the holeshot followed by 
Turner, former factory rider Terry 
Clark (Yam), Robert Marino (Yam) 
and David Gerig (OP/Esc Suz). All of 
a sudden Turner pulled off the track 
with a bike malfunction. After a quick 
look at his machine, he resumed but 
now in 14th place. Meanwhile, 
charging with the front runners was 
David Williams (Mai) who started in 
sixth but picked his way into second 
ahead of Clark. 

Gibson showed no mercy whatsoever 
by winning going away. Williams ‘had 
a secure second, Clark was third and 
Ammex rider Gary Jones finished 
fourth after battling in the middle of 
the pack. 

Moto two of the Open Pros was just 
as exciting as number one, but the 
standings changed ever so slightly as 
did the overall standings. Gibson was 
honored with the victory, and Clark 
was second overall, followed by 
Williams, Gerig and Jones. 

Looking back, Gibson raced six 
motos involving 84 grueling laps. He 
placed second in the. 125s, fourth in 
the 250ccs and first in the Open Pros.

He 
couldn't shake him, though. If he kept 
his lead, he'd get the overall. 

It wasn't meant to be. Marino 
slowed way down on lap 10, allowing 
Gerig to go by, and was forced to quit 
altogether the next lap when his chain 
locked up the works on the uphill. 

Howell, recovered from a dismal 
start, came up through the ranks to 
finish second followed by David Fisher 
(Esc). 

The 250cc Pros, all 29 of them, put 
on one of the best shows of the day. 
Scott Kinnier (Yam) got the holeshot, 
but was passed before the end of a lap 
by Bill Jewell (MMM). Clint Hardick 
(Hen) and Scott Johnson (Hon) 
watched the leaders closely from their 
spots. : 

Hardick made his move and took 
Jewell’s position the next lap while 
Kinnier faded to the rear. Hardick 
started to stretch his lead until prob- 
lems slowed him down about mid- 








Jim Beltinck took the Old Timers' Masters class over Marshall Jennings. 
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riders hooked together in a veritable 
freight train, each with a good shot at 
the number one slot. 

Johnson took over Hardick’s place 
on lap nine, trailed by Burt Wald 
(Hon), Tim Lunde (Yam), Hardick, 
Juan Benavidez (Yam) and Chuck 
Pettigrew (Mai). Chris Chaffee (Yam) 
broke into the front seven, coming 
back strongly after twisting his knee in 
the 500cc class earlier and falling 
down at the beginning of this moto.

Turner, Lesniewski 
and Myers mop up 
at Marysville 
By Chuck Woodbury. 


MARYSVILLE, CA, FEB. 24 
It was a sunny, springlike day 
along the Yuba River as 223 
riders gathered to race in Charlie 
Sexton’s AMA-sanctioned moto- 
‘cross. The snow-capped Sierra 
Nevadas provided a beautiful 
"backdrop to the day's races, high- 
lighted by intense battles in the 250cc 
and Open Expert divisions and a run- 
away victory for Danny Turner in the 
125cc Expert competition. 

The 125cc Experts lined up at the 
Hangtown starting gate to get the 
action underway. Turner pulled the 
holeshot and moved his KX 125 
Kawasaki to a seven-second lead over 
second place Rod Berringer (Suz) at 
the end of the first lap as Ron 
McQuade followed on his Suzuki in 
third, with Scott Rebuck (Suz) in 
fourth. Turner, riding for Kawasaki of 
Sacramento, increased his lead with 
each lap. Dana Waxham, on his 
Gene's Automotive-sponsored Suzuki, 
was Turner's only threat, moving up 
from a fifth place start to second by 
the third lap. Meanwhile, Don Ferraro 
(Suz) was moving forward fast after a 
tangle with the starting gate that left 
him dead last off the line. By the 
beginning of lap four, Ferraro was 
challenging Waxham, but he couldn't 
get by the Rocklin rider, and as they 
crossed the finish line^it was Turner 
way out in front, followed by Waxham 
and Ferraro. 

Turner had no trouble winning the 
second moto. After a third place at the 
first turn behind Todd DeVaughn 
(Suz) and Rebuck, Turner gradually 
pulled ahead and grabbed the lead 
midway in the second lap. By the end 
of lap two he had moved three seconds 
ahead of second-place Rebuck. Two 
seconds. off Rebuck's pace was 
Waxham and Phil Crane (Suz). 
Rebuck had some mechanical 
problems during the third lap and 
went to the sidelines, leaving Waxham 
in second place. Dana began to move 
on Turner and within two laps was 
only ,a second , behind. the , leader. 
Suddenly, however; Waxhamr lost: fiye

seconds, and by the last lap of the 
seven-lap moto he was six seconds 
behind Turner. “I felt good in the last 
couple of laps,” said Waxham after 
the race. “I made a couple of mistakes, 
though, and it was too late to make up 
the lost time.” Turner, Waxham and 
Ferraro pulled across the finish line for 
the one, two, three positions. 

Bob Myers, Jim Lesniewski, Eric 
McKenna and Randy Losh provided 
the excitement in 250cc Expert action 
and then again in the Open Expert 
competition. 2 

Losh hammered his Honda into the 
holeshot in the first 250cc Expert 
moto, and held the lead for three laps, 
despite the charges of the Maico- 
mounted threesome of Lesniewski, 
Myers and McKenna who were 
screaming on his tail. Lesniewski, 
however, got by Losh in lap four, 
leaving Randy second ahead of Myers 
and McKenna. 

For the next few laps the lineup 
stayed the same. At the white flag it 
was still anybody’s race. All four riders 
were flying as they made the last loop 
around the sandy, mile-and-a-half “E” 
Street track. Two-thirds of the way 
through the lap Myers squeezed by 
Losh to take second. It was still tight at 
the checkered flag but Lesniewski held 
on for first, followed by Myers, Losh 
апа М<Кеппа. 

It was more of the same in the 
seconc moto. By the end of the second 
lap it vas Lesniewski, MeKenna and 
Myers eading the way, distancing the 
fast-fading field of 27 challengers. At 
the end of lap three, the trio was neck 
and neck. Then, during lap four, 
Myers went down, leaving Lesniewski 
out in. front with McKenna third. 
Lesniewski and McKenna fought it out 
for the rest of the moto, but it was 
Euro-Cycle's McKenna taking the lead 
with an inside pass just moments before 
the checkered flag. “He heard me 
coming up behind him," said 
McKenna after the race, referring to 
his last-minute pass. "He got a little 
nervous and lost some control and I 
got by him." 

Bob Myers, riding with a sore foot, 
took overall honors in Open Expert 
action, but only after some tough 
competition from the same guys he 
had trouble with earlier in the 250cc 
motos;  Lesniewski, Losh and 
McKenna. 

McKenna holeshot the first moto, 
followed by Lesniewski, Myers and 
Losh. For three laps the riders held 
their positions, then on lap four, 
Myers moved up fast into first place. 
Lesniewski stayed in second with 
McKenna dropping to third. By lap 
five Myers was cooking with a 12- 
second margin over Lesniewski. 
McKenna was only a second behind 
Lesniewski now. Into the last lap it was 
Lesniewski holding a slim lead over the 
Roseville rider, but as the two came up 
to the finish line Lesniewski lost the 
battle as McKenna nosed him out for a 
second place finish. 

The second round belonged to 
Myers from the start. After taking the 
holeshot, he powered his Cycle City 
Maico to a solid first place finish: 
McKenna slipped his Maico into 
second at the start and after some leap- 
frogging with Lesniewski, he followed 
Myers in for second place. Losh 
improved his fourth place slot to finish 
third. Lesniewski wound up in fifth, 
after he misjudged a berm and took a 
bite of the Marsyville sand.

His mother and long time pit crew, 
Connie Taylor, agreed with her son's 
statement. “Yamahas are good, 
competitive bikes. There won't be any 
problems." 

Co-sponsor, Tommy Conners, of 
TC Racing in Austin, Texas, was also 
pleased with the bikes. “Bryan is 
blessed with talent and determination. 
He has exceptional riding ability and 
winning a race is as much the rider's 
ability as the bike.”

the two rocky tracks just faded away. 
It is risky to cut across country in a 
mining area. There are many 
abandoned shafts and holes, some 
with paper thin coverings. It’s best to 
stay on the roads, however, faint. 
Finally back on the main road, we 
went back to the signed junction and 
started down the canyon. After 1.5 
miles, we came to the site of Middle 
Town, the ruins of the Pittsburg 
Liberty mill and a couple of old 
tramway towers. 

Masonic was split into three areas, 
Upper, Middle and Lower Towns. 
There is almost nothing left of Upper 
Town, and Lower Town is just a few 
broken foundations hidden in the 
pines and sagebrush. 

Middle Town was the largest and 
boasted of a boarding house, general 
store and even a post office.

Back at the van, it was 
the end of a nostalgic and historic 70- 
mile ride. We made the ride in mid- 
August, but the jackets we carried 
came in very handy. Most of the trip is 
at 6,000 to 8,000 feet, so it can get a 
little cool. 

Maps that will be helpful are the 
Toiyabe National Forest (Alpine, 
West Walker, Bridgeport District) 
Map, and two USGS (Topo maps), the 
Bodie and Bridgeport quadrangles.

One time we were headed to Ascot 
Park, normally a three hour, 45 
minute drive from San Luis Obispo. 
Gene arrived to pick me up at 20 
minutes to six, and I said, "There is no 
way we can make it Gene, we'll miss 
half the race." He said, "We will if you 
sit there and argue all night." Damned 
if we didn't pull into Ascot just as they 
were playing the National Anthem, 
two hours, 50 minutes later. So you 
see, "Burritto's" not the only go-fast in 
the family. Yet, I've never ridden in a 
car with someone else driving that I 
had more confidence in. 

I'm sure fans all over the country 
will miss the presence of the "Old 
Man" down there in the pits. Going to

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Treasure Hunt aftermath 


Was the Treasure Hunt at Anderson 
Dry Lake on Jan. 6-7 a rip-off or fun? 
That was the question posed by writer 
Joyce May in the Cycle News report. 
Well, as of today, its what you might 
call just hell — the aftermath, that is. 
When I first thought to have a race, I 
went to people and asked what to do. I 
wanted to help my kids in the Victor 
Valley Special Olympics and at the 
same time help my ranch, the E-Bar-C 
Children’s Ranch. I work with boys 
that have been hurt on bikes and also 
one or two that are mentally retarded. 

Our ranch is not funded by the state 
or the feds. We have only about $900 a 
month to work with, and when we take 
other boys from time to time, that 
adds $150 more per boy per month. 
Running a race to earn some more 
money sounded good. 

We needed people to know what we 
were trying to do and get their help, 
and at the same time help the kids I 
worked with in the Victor Valley 
Special Olympics. I went to the Special 
Olympics Board and asked them to 
sponsor us. On a vote of 13-2, they 
decided not to sponsor the race but 
said they'd support it to the fullest. 
Two members of the board said no, 
and from that day on did all they 
could to hurt the race. They called 
people that were giving prizes or 
money and asked them not to help me. 
All this was unknown to me at the 
time. 

As the race date came close, I 
thought all was going well. I had good 
prizes to give away, and it looked like 
it would be a good weekend. I tried, 
and with the help of the Viewfinders, 
Desert Donkeys and Shamrocks M.C., 
all seemed to go well, not the best, but 
OK for a first attempt. But then I 
found out that some of the sponsors 
had dropped out, and I didn’t know 
what to do. What do you do when you 
have 3,000 people for a race and find 
you have no sponsors? I just prayed 
and hoped all would come out all 
right. 

This was not to be. First, the man 
who madé the pins and had told me he 
would do it at cost ($1,000) raised the 
price to $2,900. He had filed charges 
against me for fraud. The people who 
were to pay for the bikes backed out 
and left me with another $5,200 bill, 
and they filed with the police as well.

Singleton sails to win 
as Aldana seizes

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 11 


Dale Singleton, “Тһе Georgia Pig Farmer," 
added his name to the Daytona history books 
by becoming only the second privateer to ever 
win the prestigious 200. The race provided fans 


with one of the most exciting 
200s ever seen at Daytona Inter- 
national Speedway and more 
than made up for the rain delay 
which held up the start over two 
hours. 

It appeared in the final laps that it 
would be a run to the checkered flag 
— a race to be decided in the final 
feet, or inches, between Singleton, 
aboard the Taylor White Construction 
Yamaha, and David Aldana, aboard 
his Paul Dahmen-sponsored Yamaha. 
An engine seizure by Aldana ended 
that. 


"I was riding hard," said Singleton 
afterwards, "just knowing that Aldana 
was right behind me and it would be a 
race to the flag. When I saw David 
come out to the edge of the track and 
wave me on I said to myself, "Hey, be 
cool. You've got it won.' What else can 
I say? This is going to be the year of 
The Pig Farmer." 

With Aldana out, Californian Ron 
Pierce put his Yamaha Motor Canada/ 
Bob Work-sponsored Yamaha into 
second spot and trailed Singleton to 
the flag by about 15 seconds. Third 
belonged to Frenchman Patrick Pons, 
riding a Sonauto/Gauloises Yamaha. 
Kawasaki's Connecticut Yankee, Mike

Baldwin took fourth with Pons' 
teammate ‘Christian Sarron rounding 
out the top five. 

Rain washed out the majority of 
Monday and Tuesday’s practice 
sessions, leaving many riders feeling ill 
prepared for the rush to get everything 
ready. 

This year’s event provided riders 
with both changes and challenges. 
The first challenge solved was that of 
tire choice. Dunlop and Michelin both 
failed to show up with approved tires 
for the 200 mile event, leaving 
everyone to use Goodyears at a bit over 
$160 for the pair. 


When asked about the tire 
situation, Dunlop’s Tony Mills said, 
“We are concentrating heavily on 
development of our GP tires and 
didn’t have enough time to develop a 
new tire for Daytona. With the F750 
World Championship ending this 
year, it didn’t make sense to create a 
special tire for Daytona. If the 200 
goes to a 500cc class next year we'll be 
here." 

With the AMA opening up the rules 
to include almost anything from 500cc 
GP machinery upward, there was a 
little variety — but only a little. 
Kawasaki's rumored four-cylinder 750 
is still a rumor, That left Mike 





Baldwin to do his best on the still 
quick, but out-dated, three-cylinder 
which is handicapped more by the 
restrictor plate rule than the four 
cylinder Yamahas. 

Of the three Suzuki RG500 square 
four GP bikes entered, only 
Englishman Mick Grant finished the 
entire race. The bikes were last year's 
production models and not as refined 
as what will be available later this 
year. Grant rode his way to ninth. 

Qualifying for the 200 also 
undertook a change; gone was the 
single timed lap. The AMA instituted 
a GP format for qualifying, allowing 
riders a 30 minute timed practice 
session with the aggregate time of a 
rider's five fastest laps standing as his 
qualifying. Some liked it, some didn't. 
In another change, the top 20 
qualifiers from Thursday's sessions 
could not be bumped, unliked 
previous years when only the five 
fastest were safe. 

Qualifying . 

Englishmen Mick Grant and Dennis 
Ireland became worldwide celebrities 
after the initial results of Thursday's 
qualifying sessions were released. The 
pair, aboard RG500 Suzukis, were 
reported to have captured the top two 
spots with Grant breaking Kenny 
Roberts’ lap record. A re-check of the 
tabulations by the timing crew 
revealed an error which relegated the 
pair to 16th and 56th, respectively. 

Curiously, as the AMA was correct- 
ing their mistake and awarding Dale 
Singleton the pole, Singleton was 
becoming a celebrity in his own right 
on the WEBCO Radio Show. Dressed 
in bib overalls, a flannel shirt and 
accompanied by mascot (piglet) Elmer 


Fudd, Singleton was literally bringing 
down the house. 

Singleton’s time of 2 min., 06.339 
sec. computed out to 110.275 mph; 
not a record, but a good half second 
quicker than second place Skip 
Aksland. 

Aksland, riding for Yamaha Motor 
USA in place of the injured Kenny 
Roberts, had his problems. On the 
first lap of his qualifying session, 
Aksland crashed while trying to avoid 
a downed rider’s bike. A scramble 
ensued to make, as Yamaha racing 
team manager Ken Clark put it, “one 
good bike out of two. We weren't 
satisfied with the run, but what can 
you do? Our clocks had Skip faster 
than Singleton.” 

Gene Romero, aboard his Don 
Vesco/Spa Special, tripped the clocks 
at third fastest after having only two 
laps of practice on the bike. 

Regretably, Romero’s father died. 
late Monday, after a lengthy illness. 
Gene immediately flew home for the 
funeral and returned late Thursday 
afternoon. “My dad was with me on 
those practice laps and he'll be with 
me in the race,” Romero would say 
later. 

Dutchman Boet Van Dulmen on a 
privately entered Yamaha was timed 
fourth fastest with the second member 
of Team Mexican — now known as 
Team Bean — David Aldana, 
rounding out the top five. “This is the 
best that I've ever qualified at 
Daytona," said Aldana. "It's great not 
to have to be looking at someone's 
tailpipes on the start." 

One rider conspicuous by his 
absence at ‘qualifying was Mike 
Baldwin; He had been burning up the

track in regular practice although he 
allowed that his Green Meanie triple 
was “about 15 mph down on top 
speed. I can make up for some of that, 
but it means going into the corners five 
* times deeper than anyone else." 
Perhaps Baldwin was practicing 
that tactic in the final Thursday 
practice session before qualifying: He 
crashed in one of the infield sweepers 
and came away with injuries to his left 
collarbone and wrist. The extent of his 
injuries — whether broken, bruised, 
or sprained — were known only to 
Baldwin but he was optimistic that he 
would ride before the week was out. 
However, his problem was 
complicated by the fact that if 80 
riders qualified, there would be no 
spot on the grid for him due to his 
non-qualifying. 
The 200 


Raceday dawned, perhaps washed 
in would be a better phrase, filled with 
dark clouds, rain and wind. Although 
there was little optimism in the pits, 
the weather forecasters were calling 
for clearing around noon and, sure 
* enough, it did. 

But, that wasn't the end of it. 
Resolving the matter of pre-race 
practice came into view. While work 
was underway to dry the track, a 
riders meeting was held; it was 
decided to grid the bikes, allow a half- 
hour of practice and a half-hour of 
pre-race maintenance prior to the 
start. 

The weather, now cold and windy as 
opposed to the sun and high tempera- 
tures of the past days, brought out the 
hard compound tires with riders 
muttering to themselves instructions to 
take it a little easy until the rubber got 
heated up or one would find himself 
down and out. 

Baldwin went out and put in as 
many laps as possible; pronounced 
himself fit and, with only 73 riders 
qualified, added his name in 74th. 

Things were not as rosy in the 
Yamaha camp. Aksland cut a pair of 
quick laps, but seized the engine while 
running at top speed on the banking. 
A mad dash back to the pits by the 
Yamaha crew, hands full of tool trays 
and other items, resembled an -old 
time. movie. However, few, if any, 
could match the efficiency of the crew 
as they changed the inside right-hand 
cylinder in 20 minutes. “Three plugs 
looked okay and one was melted,” said 
team manager Kenny Clark as he crew 
worked feverishly. “We're racing the 
clock now.” 

Although the job was quickly 
finished, there was no practice time 
left. "Its okay," said Clark, "the 
engine we removed the cylinder from 
was run-in and this engine has been 
run-in so there should be по 
problems." Unfortunately, his words 
came back to haunt him after only one 
lap of the race. 

With the drop of the green flag, 
three waves of riders — almost 9,000 


horsepower — shrieked and at 10 
second intervals, they were on their 
way. 


Singleton immediately grabbed the 
lead although, he admitted later, he 
hadn't planned it that way. Aksland, 
Aldana, Van Dulmen, Pons and 
Pierce were stuck right behind. One by 
one, starting with Van Dulmen, the 
leading five began to swap the lead. 
Then it was Pons' turn with Singleton 
coming back strong and landing the 
opening lap as the pair hit the 
start/finish line. That lap was a 
preview of what was to come as the 
action up front was just as fast and 
furious for the remainder of the 5 
lap, 200milerace. | Я

Mike Baldwin, ignited the after- 
burner in his Kaw and passed 27 riders 
on the first lap to go into two in 47th 
position. He was a long way from the 
front, but very definitely on the move. 
Later Baldwin would say that he felt 
he was too cautious, that he should 
have been a bit more aggressive and 
not let the leaders open up quite as 
much a gap early on. 

Aksland, favored by many to win, 
was out of the race as quickly as he had 
started. The engine had seized again 
on lap two and was slowly pushed from 
pit road. Bud Aksland, Skip's brother, 
summed up the collective feeling of 
those working on the bike saying, “It’s 
frustrating. We changed almost 
everything and checked and double 
checked. I don’t know what to say.” A 
dejected Skip responded, “You run all 
week long and it comes to Sunday 
when the money is on the line and it 
just comes to a dead end. I can't 
believe it." 

By lap five and some 12 lead 
changes, things had not settled down 
one bit. It had to be some of the closest 
racing seen on the Daytona 200 circuit 
in many years. Randy Mamola, on the 


Jim Doyle Racing Yamaha, had 


moved up to do battle with the front 
runners, now averaging 105.706 mph. 
Romero was now in the pits looking 


- dejected; his Vesco Yamaha had 


thrown a rod. But Roméro was here to

race and if he couldn't ride, he could 
help. Immediately, he was out on the 
track apron handling the pit board for 
Aldana. "When I saw Gene," said 
Aldana, "I knew that it was now up to 
me to win for Gene and his dad." 

Wes Cooley's Kal-Guard Yamaha 
blitzed into the pits on lap eight and 
stayed there, the victim of a leak in the 
tranny that was covering the tire with 


oil. 
As that happened, Singleton, Van 


Dulmen, Mamola, Aldana, Pons, 
Pierce, Miles Baldwin, Rich 
Schlachter and Canadian James 


Gervais were zipping by in a high 
speed ballet. Mike Baldwin, who had 
started with a 20 second handicap due 
to starting from the third wave, was 
closing in on the top 10. 

Singleton continued to lead where it 
counted. He collected $30 per lap, and 
raced up a total of $1,200 by the end 
of the 200. Mamola, making his move 
and on lap 10, took the lead only to hit 
a neutral as he entered turn one and 
caused internal injuries to his engine 
and tranny. Mamola went off the 
track and came back on, but only 
made two more laps before retiring. 

Aldana then moved back into the 
lead as Baldwin worked his way up to 
eighth, just 30 seconds behind the 
leaders. Although he moved to fourth 
at the finish, Baldwin could never cut 
the margin to much less than 30 
seconds. "I couldn't find anyone quick 
to get a draft from, so I just rode as 
hard as I could," said Baldwin. 

Pierce suddenly dropped off the 
pace and lost his draft with the front 
five. "I got something in my eye 
around lap seven or eight and it broke 
my concentration. At that speed it 
carried me past my braking marker for 
the chicane, I locked up both wheels, 
ticked a haybale, and went up the 
escape route. That shook me up a 
little, so I backed off to get my 
composure back. If that hadn't 
happened, the leaders wouldn't have 
gotten away." 

By the 14th lap there had been 35 
lead changes around the track with 
Aldana now making his presence 
known. Singleton was finding Aldana 
a hard customer to hold off as he made 


some slick moves in traffic and onthe“ 


entry to the chicane. The show was 
going on all over the track. 

The gas stops started on lap 16 and 
ended, for the most part, the razor 
sharp action of the opening laps. 
Aldana and Singleton were in and out 
while Pierce and Pons took over. the 
lead on alternate laps. Pons was the 
last of the front runners to come in 
and his slightly slower stop, coupled 
with, the loss of the faster riders to 


: hang onto, spelled the end of his 


challenge. "We had a new engine," 
said Pons. “One which was not worked 
on and we had little background in 
restrictors. It was down on top speed 
and with those problems I could not 
catch up to the draft after my gas 
stop." 

Aldana moved back into the lead 
for laps 18 through 20 — at least at the 
start/finish line — with Singleton on 
his tail playing shadow. Behind them, 
Pierce had moved into third after the 
demise of Mamola and Pons' long gas 
stop. Pons was followed by Baldwin, 
Mick Grant, Ted Boody, riding a 
superb race in his first 750 ride, Harry 
Cone and Conrad Urbanowski. 

Gary Scott was trucking along in the 
top 15 when the engine seized. He 
pulled the clutch in, said a prayer, let 
it out, and continued on his way for 
the remainder of the race. Van 
Dulmen came into the pits around lap 
20 for an unscheduled stop and finally 
retired later with carb problems. 

Schlachter hit the pits for an 
unscheduled stop as Singleton opened 
a two second lead over Aldana and the 
race settled into a.two rider affair with 
everyone else waiting and hoping that 
attrition would thin the ranks and 
provide them with a good placing. 

Aldana made his second gas stop a 
lap earlier than called for, on lap 33, 
as a bit of strategy which he felt 
worked, although on Singleton's stop 
The Pig Farmer managed to get in 
and out without losing the lead. 

The real meat of the duel transpired 
on laps 42 through 46 as Aldana and 
Singleton probed each other's 
defenses, laying plans for what both 
knew would be a one lap showdown. 
Aldana quickened his pace through 
the infield and appeared to have 


found some horsepower in reserve. 
Singleton played it as smooth as one 
can with someone breathing down 
their neck and grabbed the lead back 
everytime Aldana took it away. 

It was over as quickly as it started. 
Aldana coasted to a stop in the infield 
with five laps left. He got off his bike, 
pounded the ground with his fists, 
took off his helmet and then went out 
onto the edge of the track to wave 
Singleton on to victory. 

"I had the last lap planned," said a 
relaxed Aldana, "and it was going to 
be a doozie. I had the steam on Dale 
through the infield. I was ready to 
win. But, that's racing. I'm glad to 
have had the chance. It's going to be a 
good year." 

"Singleton backed off as Pierce 
moved into second with Pons third. 
Baldwin, about 25 seconds behind, 
was still going full bore in fourth with 
Sarron in fifth. Rounding out the top 
10 were John Long, Bruce Patterson, 
Harry Cone, Mick Grant and Ron 
Mass. Each had his own story to tell of 
their 200 mile battle. 

Singleton was the star of the 
winner's circle ceremony until 
someone brought Elmer by. He 
"hogged" the spotlight until satisfied 
and then ran off to find someone with 
a bottle of milk. 

"I want to thank Taylor White, my 
Dad C.E., my brother Toot and 
especially tuner Stuart Toomey, and 
all the other people who have helped 
me to get here today. Ya'll don’t know 
just how happy I am.” e.

Pierce leads 1-2-3 Yoshimura/ 
Suzuki sweep

The results of the $11,500 Bell Helmets Super- 
bike 100 put a smile on the face of tuning wizard 
Pops Yoshimura that stretched from Daytona 
International Speedway all the way to his home 


country — Japan. Team Yoshi- 
mura riders Ron Pierce, Wes 
Cooley and David Emde rode 
their modified-to-the-limit Suzuki 


GS1000 bikes to a 1-2-3 sweep that had 
their “competition” trailing far 
behind. 

Thursday, afternoon heat race 
results swung the odds heavily toward 
the Yoshimura camp as first Pierce 
and then Cooley easily won the 
qualifying events. Pierce won the first 
five lap heat at an average speed of 


101.873 mph and then sat on the pit |

wall and watched fellow Californian 
Cooley heat his tires up even more as 
he registered an average speed of 
104.048. 

When the field gridded for the 
feature event on Friday afternoon all 
eyes were focused on Pierce and 
Cooley and at the wave of the green 
flag it was that duo, in reverse order, 
leading the field on their first tour of 
the infield. 

Exiting the infield first was Cooley 
and by the time he navigated the west 
banked portion of the oval and headed

down the 3,100-foot back stretch he 
held a 3.5-second lead over teammate 
Pierce. Wes built that up to five 
seconds by the time he exited the back 
straight chicane. 

At the conclusion of the first lap the 
infield scoreboard flashed the 
numbers 34, 97, 88 and 8 — Cooley, 
Pierce, Roberto Pietri and Freddie 
Spencer. 

And those numbers remained on the 
board in that order until the 13th lap 
of the 26 lap race when the mandatory 
pit stops began. Each rider was 
required to pit and come to a full stop 
whether or not they required fuel. 

During those laps Cooley 
maintained a lead over Pierce that 
varied from six to nine seconds 
depending on which lap one clocked 
him on. 

Behind the front running duo a dice 
developed between Venezuelan 
Roberto Pietri and Louisianan 
Freddie Spencer. Teenager Spencer, 
who said he was allowed to take some 
time away from his high school studies

because he was "good friends with the 
principal," was aboard a Ducati 
sponsored by Howard Racing while 
nice guy Roberto was piloting an 
Arrow Suzuki. Pietri held third spot 
down, although it was never his by 
mroe than a few bikelengths at any 
one time.

While the three-man battle for fifth 
was being conducted skillfully by 
Bettencourt, Pridmore and Long, 
sharp-eyed race watchers became 
aware of a tremendous charge being 
turned in by David Emde, whose 
father and brother each registered 
Daytona 200 wins in past years.

had unloaded hard from his 250cc the 
previous day and started the Superbike 
race in the last starting slot. “I started 
spitting up blood after I crashed. I 
thought I was going to die. They 
wouldn’t let me run my Superbike 
heat, but they let me line up on the 
heat race grid and then told me I 
could race today. I tried to pass as 
many bikes as I could off the start and 
I got a lot," Emde said after the race. 
And "got a lot" was an understatement 
as the tall, blond Californian moved 
from 63rd to fifth by the end of the 
seventh lap. 

Just past the halfway mark the 
leaders pitted together and were both 
undérway after swift pit stops 
conducted by the Yoshimura crews. 
But Cooley's lead and hopes for the 
win evaporated when his front brakes 
started to go away and he overshot the 
chicane, allowing teammate Pierce to 
open up a comfortable nearly-half- 
minute lead by checkered flag time. 

Cooley recovered quickly from his 
chicane incident and settled into 
‘second when Freddie Spencer pitted 
on lap 19. Spencer’s pit stop took 
nearly a  half-mintue апа he 
eventually retired from the race with 
mechanical problems. 

The pit stop period shuffled the 
standings behind the leaders and 
mechanical problems also eliminated 
Roberto Pietri. “We threw a chain,” 
said Pietri. 

At the end of 20 laps the winner's 
circle lineup was set and the average 
speed was a blistering 102.564 mph. 

The closing laps saw Reg Pridmore 
drop out when the threw a chain in the 
third turn of the infield. 

Last year’s Daytona Superbike 
winner Steve McLaughlin suffered a 
blown rear tire while entering the 
chicane. “The On Any Sunday II film 
crew was right on the spot. I can’t wait 
to see what I pulled off to keep it up," 
said McLaughlin. He had suffered 
blown engines in practice and never 
really got his Racecrafters Kawasaki 
into the hunt. 

For Ron Pierce the victory was 
especially pleasing after his almost, 
but not quite performances at 
Daytona last year. “I fell once in turn 
four. I saved it but my ankle touched 
the course and my handlebars had to 
be nearly down, but I pulled it up, 
waved to the crowd, and took off.” 

Cooley joined in the merry-making 
and said, “About lap eight I started 
losing my -brakes and I ended up 
without any brakes, so I couldn't hold 
the lead. But I'm happy with second." 

"Im thrilled that we were able to 
score the top three spots for Pops. 
We've talked about it for some time, 
and now that it's happened — well, it's 
terrific," said third place finisher 
Emde. 

Joe Weinroth, the general manager 
of Yoshimura R&D of America, 
summed up the happy atmosphere in 
the Yoshimura garage when he said, 
“We're all going over to the Hawaiian 
Inn tonight and get real loose.” 

That they did, and when radio show 
M.C. Roxy Rockwood invited the 
three riders and their mentor on stage, 
Pops said he was “very, very happy” 
and answered Roxy's question of who 
he thought was the fastest of the three 
with a "no comment." e.

Aksland, Spencer duel

Skip Aksland, in one of the most exciting 
duels seen in the 100 mile International Light- 
weight event, pulled off the win from rookie 
Expert Freddie Spencer in what amounted to 


a 26-lap charge to the flag. Randy 
Mamola, who had been involved 
in making the opening 17 laps a 
three rider shoot-out finished 
third after losing his front brake at 
mid-race. 

Anton Mang of West Germany 
upheld the honor of Kawasaki by 
placing fourth after fellow Green 
Meanie riders Mike Baldwin and Kork 
Ballington retired within four laps of 
the start. 

Aksland, who was riding in his first 


250cc race in almost two years, gave 
Spencer a lot of credit for his ride and 
racing savvy. “I wanted Freddie to 
take the lead on the last lap so I 
backed off on the banking, but he 
wouldn't take the bait. I would rather 
have been second coming to the flag so 
that I could have had the advantage of 
the draft. As it worked out, Freddie 
was about one bike shy on his charge." 

Aksland's ride was trouble free 
except for one instance when he locked 
up his front brake,, but there were a 
few tense moments before the start as 


to the finish 


the Yamaha International crew led by 
Kel Carruthers changed a cylinder 
that had seized in the practice session 
before the start. “We just crossed our 
fingers and hoped it would run 100 
miles," said Aksland. 

Spencer, who now has Erv 
Kanemoto tuning his Howard Racing 
Yamaha, figured he could have won 
with just a touch of luck in a couple of 
traffic situations in the late laps. “Skip 
took a couple of chances in traffic and 
they worked to his advantage. The 
bike was super and I had a good ride. 
One bikelength either way and it could 
have been different.” 


The sudden dropping off the pace by 
Randy Mamola had some people 
asking questions. Mamola was the 
master of the first turn, diving in 
deeper and braking later than either 
Aksland or Spencer. “Without a front 
brake,” said Mamola, “the first turn 
advantage I had was gone. I figure we 
three were all about equal on power so 





it came down to who could gain a few 
feet here and there. One lap I had 
front brakes, the next I didn’t. You 
can't race with just a rear brake." 
Mamola credited George 
Vukmanovich for the tuning job on his 
Bimota/ Andiratic-sponsored mount. 


The front row of the grid saw 
Yamaha-mounted Mamola and 
Spencer sandwich the Kawasakis of 
Mang, Baldwin and Ballington. At the 
wave of the green Mamola was gone 
followed by almost everyone while 
Baldwin's slow start signaled the 
demise of his clutch. That Baldwin 
was starting at all was remarkable due 
то а bruising crash Thursday that left 
him with a bruised/broken collarbone 
and a sprained/broken left wrist 
depending on which of three doctor's 
reports were to be believed. 

“I practiced before the start of the 
Lightweight event and everything felt 
good so I wanted to ride. However,”
